Through correspondence work, and 
through extension class work, this depart¬ 
ment carries out its schedule. In corres¬ 
pondence work, each student writes his 
whole lesson sends it to the instructor 
at Knoxville, and receives it again with 
comments. Whenever a sufficient number 
of people are interested, a teacher may be 
sent out to give them class work. Sixteen 
periods of two hours, and two hour exam¬ 
ination make up the approximate equiva¬ 
lent of the resident quarter periods. 

Last year, Mr. Gatlin gave extension 
work in political economics, at Union City.

Books of the Sea

Although few of us may “go down to 
the sea in ships,” all of us may, through 
books, taste the varied experiences of those 
who have. 

Among the books now on display in the 
College Library for the poetical palate, 
Masefield’s Sail Water Poems and Bal¬ 
lads will be found delectable. In this work 
we have all of the glamour and romance 
of the seven seas crystallized into the de¬ 
lightful measures of the poet. 

Among the novels on display might be 
named: Melville's Moby Dick, Kingsley’s 
Westward Ho.', Hugo’s Toilers of the 
ea, and Dana’s Two Years Before the 
Mast. All of these are works of establish¬ 
ed reputation, having the approval of 
several generations. 

For those interested in travel and ad¬ 
venture there are such works as, Hakluyt’s 
Voyages —quaintly phrased and highly in¬ 
teresting, Cook’s Voyages of Discovery — 
one of the richest legacies in our literature 
on travel, and Halliburton’s Glorious .Id- 
venture —a work on the beauties and glor¬ 
ies of the Hellenic Age, which “seem 
to defy the iron tooth of time.” Written 
in a delightful style and profusely illus¬ 
trated, it is a book which should please 
the most fastidious taste. 

In William Beebe's Beneath Tropic Seas 
we have a book which is not easily group¬ 
ed with others. It is in a category all 
its own. “In this work we have the land 
of Jules Verne made an enchanting real¬ 
ity.” We accompany the author many 
leagues beneath "the deep and dark-blue 
ocean,’ living intimately with transparent 
jellyfish, corals, sponges, and many other 
forms of deep-sea life- 

Besides the foregoing works, there are 
several volumes of Conrad which are be¬ 
ing displayed. <As Christopher Morley 
says, "Here is a novelist who understands 
as the poets do.” He makes us feel in an 
eminent degree, which is exactly what 
the greatest poets do. 1 he sea is here in 
all its glorious reality. Two biographical 
works on Conrad may be read in connec¬ 
tion with his delightful novels.

we turn to our right and past through 
a door. Down there before our eyes is a 
swimming pool sixty feet long and twenty 
feet wide. At the left end there were that 
spring diving board is the water is eight 
feet deep and at the other end it is only 
four feet in depth. The water in this 
pool is being purilied twenty-four hours 
out of the day and the temperature of 
the water is as pleasant for a plunge as 
that old boyhood swimming pool of yours 
was in midsummer* Heat purities as you 
know. This water is heatel at ihe central 
heating plant before it comes over here. 
And that is not all either. Back over yond¬ 
er in that corner are three tanks which 
carry the w ater through a chemical cleans¬ 
ing for your plunge. Pretty slim chance 
old Bad Man Bacteria has of slipping by 
these two guardians of your health, These 
bleachers here at the side of the pool 
will seat 200 people. These will take 
care of a good-sized swimming class or 
a gallery at a swimming meet. To our 
backs here are boys’ and girls’ lockers 
and shower rooms; twd exercise correc¬ 
tive or special gymnastic rooms and a 
equipment storage room. You, Mary, will 
have a locker on the right hand side 
as we stand here at the swimming pool 
and look toward the front of the building- 
When you have had your swim you pass 
posts anywhere to obstruct your view- 
Those steel beams twenty-two feet up 
there take care of the roof. The playing 
floor is 84 by 48 feet with a six foot 
boundary all around. At the far end of 
the floor you see a large stage with dress¬ 
ing ivasiu oti either side 26jv20. Look at the 
walls. You do not see any brick except 
over there in that left corner where those 
beautiful gray glazed brick are. The brick 
are covered with a tongue and grove 
knotless wood. Over behind those seats 
on the left is a bowling alley and behind 
these on our right is storage space. To 
our rear is an eighteen foot handball 
court. This floor will seat 100 people- So 
you see we can accommodate inside these 
four walls 2500 people, exactly the same 
as the stands on the athletic field. Believe 
it or not it is true. Now let us go down 
stairs and take a look. 

We can go down here at the back of 
the playing floor. At the foot of the stairs 
through that door there which is the en¬ 
trance to the women’s locker and shower 
room. A private shower and dressing room 
awaits you. On your side you will find the 
same arrangement, John, except yours is a 
common dressing room and shower. Your 
clothing and valuables are cared for in 
one of 150 lockers or in one of the 100 box 
lockers. Mary’s clothes are cared for in j 
a similar manner. Yes, you are brother I 
and sister, John and Mary, but down 
here you are separated by that eight 
inch wall and there will be no chance for! 
you to borrow one of Mary’s towels, John, 
for there is no way through that wall. 

Pretty nifty, isn't it? I mean all these 
arrangements. Yes, a part of that good 
time for you in college but also a big 
part of giving you a sound, strong body 
for your part in the game of life- Tennis, 
track, handball, basketball, football, base¬ 
ball and what-have-we and afterwards 
a plunge in the pool and a shower. Take 


your choice. But choose you must. For 
Tennessee has erected here a manhood and 
womanhood factory and the ultimate pro¬ 
duct must be a physical fit you, Mary and 
John.
